WHAT IS REBUILDING 


The Rebuilding Boston program 
is a $1.03 billion investment plan to 
renovate and restore the police and 
fire facilities, hospitals, schools, 
parks, libraries, and roadways in all 
of Boston's neighborhoods, and to 
deliver state-of-the-art fire fighting 
apparatus to every fire station. 

Mayor Raymond L. Flynn estab- 
lished the Office of Capital Planning 
in 1984. In September of 1985, 
this newly created office launched 
Rebuilding Boston, a five-year capi- 
tal plan. It was the first such plan 
prepared for the City in over twenty- 
three years. 

Since that time, more than 750 
revitalization projects have been 
initiated, with over 450 completed or 
currently in construction. 

These construction projects, rec- 
ognizable by their blue Rebuilding 
Boston signs, are carefully planned 
and financed to benefit all Boston- 
ians. Listed below are the goals 
established by the Flynn Adminis- 
tration to guide capital investments, 
followed by accomplishments which 
have fulfilled those goals. 

The goals of the Rebuilding 
Boston program are to insure that: 


Police and fire facilities are 

equipped to best protect the 

lives of Boston’s residents. 

— Neighborhood-based, full-service 
police stations with ambulance 
facilities, were returned to Matta- 
pan, South Boston, Brighton, East 
Boston, and Hyde Park. 

— Anew, citywide Drug Control Unit 
Headquarters was constructed 
in Jamaica Plain. 


— 100% of all front-line fire fighting 
equipment was replaced. 


Quality health care facilities are 

available to all Bostonians. 

- Boston's largest capital project, the 
construction of a new, inpatient 
facility at Boston City Hospital is 
underway. 

— The Foley Building at the Mattapan 
Hospital is undergoing renovations 
to upgrade it into a modern, 
chronic care facility. 

— In cooperation with the George 
Robert White Trust Fund, five 
neighborhood health centers were 
renovated and renovations are 
underway at the Hyde Park, South 
Boston and Harvard Street 
centers. 


Boston schools’ physical environ- 
ments are safe, comfortable, and 
conducive to learning. 

— Committed $165 million to mod- 
ernize eighty-four school facilities, 
including White Stadium, Boston 
Latin School, and Boston Latin 
Academy. 


Boston’s green spaces are pre- 
served to enhance the quality of 
urban life. 

— Renovated 130 parks and play- 
grounds, installed ninety-one new 
play lots, and planted 1,800 trees. 

Neighborhood-based recreation 

facilities are available to all 

Boston residents. 

— Restored six pools and eight recre- 
ation facilities citywide.

Roadways and sidewalks are 
maintained to improve traffic 
flow, enhance the quality of 
neighborhood life, and support 
economic development. 

— Close to 200 miles of roadways 
and sidewalks were reconstructed, 
seven bridges were rehabilitated, 
5,000 city-owned street lights were 
installed, and five citywide busi- 
ness districts were revitalized. 


Boston’s public libraries are well- 
equipped to promote literacy and 
culture. 

— Renovated seventeen neighbor- 
hood library branches. 

— Built a $3.7 million addition at 
the West Roxbury Library. 

— Completed designs for a $20 mil- 
lion restoration of the Copley 
Square McKim Building. 

Boston’s historical landmarks are 

preserved and its municipal facili- 

ties are fully operative. 

— City is working with the federal 
government to refurbish Faneuil 
Hall and the Old State House. 

— Continue to renovate City Hall 
and eleven citywide municipal 
buildings. 


Rebuilding Boston spans our 
entire City, but perhaps can be best 
noticed right in your own neighbor 
hood where capital improvements, 
such as the renovated Ramsey Park 
(pictured above) are seen daily.

WHERE IS REBUILDING BOS}t 


The Rebuilding Boston program is 
visible in all corners of the South 
End. From Castle Square to Worces- 
ter Square, police and fire stations, 
parks and playgrounds, roadways, 
schools, and health care facilities 
have all benefited from this ambi- 
tious capital construction program. 

Public safety facilities in the South 
End have been equipped to best 
protect the lives of its residents. Four 
brand-new fire trucks and fire fight- 
ing apparatus have been delivered 
to South End fire stations. Both the 
Tremont Street fire station, Engine 
Company 22, and the Harrison 
Street fire station, Engine Company 
3, received new pumper trucks, and 
Engine Company 7, on Columbus 
Avenue received anew pumper anda 
new ladder truck. 

Additional public safety improve- 
ments include multi-phase improve- 
ments to the Area D Police Station, 
on Warren and East Berkeley 
Streets. 

The City’s largest capital project to 
date, the building of a new Boston 
City Hospital (BCH), is taking place 
right in your neighborhood. The 
$170 million project includes the 
construction of a modern, eight- 
story, inpatient facility to replace a 
number of older buildings on the 
hospital’s South End campus. This 
project insures that quality health 
care will continue to be available to 
the people who BCH principally

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to pay. The construction process, 
scheduled to be completed in 1994, 
was designed with sensitivity to 
both the hospital patients and the 
surrounding community. 

The City has dedicated over $3.8 
million to revitalize the valuable 
network of parks and playgrounds 
in the South End. Around the cor 
ner from Boston City Hospital, the 
historic Worcester Square Park | 
received a $748,000 restoration last 
summer. A new fountain was con- 
structed, lighting and decorative 
fencing were installed, and trees and 
shrubs were planted to enhance the 
park's 19th century beauty. 

Over on Columbus Avenue, reno- 
vations totalling over $700,000 were 
completed at Carter Playground. 
The playground, named in honor of 
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Engine 22: New fire trucks are part of the citywide effort which has 
replaced 100% of the City's front-line fire fighting equipment.

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William E. Carter, a local black mili- 
tary hero who died in World War I, 
is one of the most used recreation 
spaces in the South End. The 
ballfields, tennis courts, basket- 
ball court, play lot, and passive 
areas were restored to support 
neighborhood-based activities such 
as the free youth tennis lessons 
offered each summer, softball and 
baseball league games, and cultural 
events. Similar improvements were 
completed at Ramsey Park and 
Rotch Playground, are underway at 
| O’Day Playground, and are planned 
for Sparrow Park, Hayes Park, 
Peter’s Park, and Union Park. 

The South End Cemetery will 
be renovated as a part of the City’s 
Historic Burying Grounds Initiative, 
aimed at preserving Boston's rich

Over on Tremont Street, the South 
End Branch Library receiveda 
new security system and additional 
interior and exterior renovations are z J 
scheduled including the reconstruc- 
tion of the small park in front of the 
library. 

The Mackey School off Castle 
Square, is undergoing a $2 million 
modernization and the Blackstone 
Community School on West 
Brookline Street received a new 
roof and additional repairs are 
scheduled. 

The City has dedicated over 
$6 million to improve streets, 
sidewalks, and streetlights in the 
South End. A $1.8 million construc- 
tion project is slated to begin this 
year to reconstruct an eight-block 
stretch of Shawmut Avenue 
between East Berkeley and Upton 
Streets. This past year, trees were 
planted and lights were installed

along East Brookline Street. Addi- 
tional roadway improvements began 
this past summer on West Canton 
Street, East Concord Street, 
sections of Dartmouth Street 

and Dartmouth Place, Pembroke 
Street, Montgomery Street, and 
West Springfield Street. 

All of these improvements require 
adequate funding. Please continue 
to discover how the City secures the 
necessary funding to finance the 
Rebuilding Boston program.

HOW IS REBUILDING BOSTON 


FUNDED"? 


The Mayor's Office of Capital 
Planning is committed to carefully 
managing the City’s $1.03 billion 
capital budget. This effort, combined 
with six years of balanced operating 
budgets, has resulted in the City’s 
strongest standing in financial mar 
kets in recent history. 

Boston's bond rating has 
increased five times in five years. 
Both Moody’ss Investors Service, Inc. 
and Standard and Poors Corp. — 
the nation’s premier credit rating 
agencies — have given the Citys 
bonds an ‘A’ rating. 

This ‘A’ rating is crucial for 
Rebuilding Boston projects which 
are funded mainly by selling tax- 
exempt municipal bonds. The rating 
translates into favorable interest 
rates and enhanced marketability, 
saving the City millions of dollars.
